

































a series of orders fixing price ceilings on beef 
from the stockyards to the consumers. The orders 
go into effect in May. Officials say the net effect 
of the regulation will be to roll back retail 
prices by 8 to 9 cents a pound by fall. Other 
orders dealing with veal, lamb and mutton are 
being framed for early announcement. The orders 
provide for a 10 per cent cut in prices which 
slaughterers may pay farmers for cattle, and fix 
dollar-and-cents price ceilings for wholesalers and 
retailers of beef. 

May 2—The Senate Agriculture Committee adopts 

a resolution calling for repeal “without delay” of 

the recent order regulating beef prices. The 

group bases its action on the fear that the regula- 
tions will result in a nation-wide meat famine. 


YUGOSLAVIA 


Apr. 6—The reconstruction of the Federal govern- 
ment of Yugoslavia and the transfer of direct 
control over heavy industry, public utilities and 
social welfare to the 6 republican governments 
are announced. In announcing this change in the 
structure of the state, Boris Kidric of the 
Politburo says it constitutes a further step in the 
development toward socialist democracy, which 
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had begun with the establishment of workers’ 

councils in factories. 

Archbishop Aloysius Stepinac, imprisoned spir- 
itual leader of the nation’s 7 million Roman 
Catholics, says a compromise solution of differ- 
ences between the church and the Communist 
government can and should be worked out “in 
the interests of both.” 

Apr. 8—It is revealed in Washington that last 
month Yugoslavia informally requested weapons 
and military equipment from the United States, 
Britain and France. The 3 Western powers have 
set up a joint committee to pass on the request. 

Apr. 17—The British Foreign Office announces that 
Britain has authorized a loan of £4 million to 
Yugoslavia for the purchase of industrial raw 
materials. A United States loan of $20 million is 
still under consideration. 

Apr. 283—The government appeals to the United 

States and Britain to underwrite its heavy annual 

trade deficits for 1951-54 to make it possible for 

the International Bank for Reconstruction and 

Development to grant a series of capital invest- 

ment loans totaling $200 million. These annual 


deficits constitute the last important obstacle to | 
the final decision of the World Bank to grant § 


the loans. 
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
